It was I who 
sent Vicar Bishop Dwane from 
Ethiopian Church in 1896 to amalga- 
mate with the A. M. E. Church.

I therefore, 
withdraw from all, I bave thought of it 
before and even for the future I wisb 
you to forgive and forget and treat me 
as before, I promise faithfully before 
our living God and men to be faithful 
to the Methodist Episcopal Church for 
the future.

My Lord-—T have the honor to ham- 
bly express my deepest sorrow, which 
invaded me unprepared, through the 
anequal mischief caused by the with- 
drawal of Rev. J. M. Dwane from the 
A. M. E. Charch, which has disturbed 
the peace of our church. 

He summoned ea special conference 
for the 6th of October, 1899, it seems, 
having this secession object in view. 
Being away in Grabams Town, collect- 
ing Missionary snbscriptions, at my 
ntmost surprise I found that Rev. 
Kunze got notice, though the reason of 
the above conference was Lot specified 
or stated in it. 

I left Lesseyton on th- morning of 
Oot. 6th, I arrived in Queens Town. 
abont 8 a. m., as the train was late 
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iding Rider 
his ministers. Befofts resuming bis 
sent be asked Rev. Ngoayips to read 
the notices of motions, but the secreta- 
ry read them. (Rev. Kumalo.) 

Before these were read I rose and 
asked the chairman to order the sed- 
retaty to call ont the names of the 
mem bers of the conferences as enroll- 
ed, He said minutes containing the 
list of the members of the conferences 
are still in possession Revs. Xaba 
and Neikerk, and that every possible 
attempt bad been made for their re- 
covery, with no effect. I asked the 
chairman to ask the ceoratary to 
write the names dowu of those pres- 
ent. He said that will be done. 

The notices of motions were read, 
but their discussion was prohibited 
until 7 p. m. The conference ad- 
journed, 

At 7 p. m. the conference resumed. 
and began to proceed with business. 
The chairman asked Rev. Ngcayiys to 
read his notice of motion; but before 
reading it, I rose and asked the chair- 
man to ask the secretary to read the 
names of the members of the confer- 
ence according to law, in order to pre- 
vent complication. He said they are 
not enrolled. Lea they must be en- 
rolled before proceeding with bnsi- 
ness. He asked Rev, Jonas to to write 
them down, but went on the basiness 
of the day. He asked again Rev. 
Ngeayiya to read the notices of motions 
but before reading he asked the opin- 
ion of the chairman about it. 

He began with unusual vigoration 
and eloquence to recite some of the 
leading topics of the validity of the 
episcopacy of the Curch of England 
and the invalidity of the Ecclesiastical 
Episcopacy, and the injury inflicted, 
and caused suspleion in his ordination 
as a Vicar Bishop through the protest 
of Bishop Gaines. He aleo reiterated 
your nnfaithfalness in promises, and 
rehearsed nearly every point of your 
falmro and weakness, and concladed 
by saying any one dissgreeing with 
this motion will be exclnded from ns. 

I stood np and said: OI cannot 
help, I must attack your address. 
Such an address is uucoustitutional. 
I cannot tolerate it. Now, you have 
already passed your decision without 
allowing the motion to be discussed 
by the conference. You have taken an 
unusual policy.” Whereupon he in- 
terrupted me and said I attacked his 
address. 

The first notice of a motion for seces- 
sion from the A.M E. Church was read 
by Rev. Ngeayiya. When read the chair 
asked the conference whether ready 
for voting. 

I arose and said: 1 disapprove 
this policy. The whole thing must be 
opened for or to, discussion. It is 8 
great weighty thing or matter, attend- 
ed with serious responsibilities. The 
conference should understand it thor- 
onghly, and it must be put up for to- 
morrow, 

I was seconded by Rev. Mpumlwans. 
The chairman insisted on voting —22 
against 6. 

Before voting Rev. Kuze asked the 
Vicar Bishop whether this is in ac- 
cordauce with his oaths before Bishop 
Turner, and whether this action will 
be justified by our Trausvaal Confer- 
ence brethren who are ignorant of it 
He said, I never sweared or swore 
for this. Aud I didsummon our breth- 
ren. 

I asked him to band to us the docu- 
ments of the church. He said he will 
send them to Bishop Turner. Just 
aſter the voting he said those who 
disapproved or disapprove this must 
go out aud give us room to go on with 
the business. Thereupon we marched 
out. 

There were about ten Elders and 
about the same number of Deacons. 
Abont 24 Elders and 30 Deacons 
could not attend the conference 
through the war raging on the states.

Those 10 Elders aud about 10 or 11

FORTHCOMING GENERAL CONFERENCE, 


My whole concomitant desire is to 
attend the forthcoming General Con- 
ference, though very likely I may fail, 
owing to the critical situation in these 
republican states, traveling being by 
means of au conveyance stopped. 
Shonld roads be opened at any time, 
will do my best to attend, neverthe- 
less, the unpropitious season prevail- 
ing and severe starvation taking 
place. In case we fail to attend, 
please do not fail pleading for the 
African Industrious Normal College.

FIVE YEARS' TERMS, 
The above term in this continent is 
more workable than in America where 
people are civilized aud know their 
duty towards the church. 
In America, though, people uncon- 
verted and non-chureh members, can 
support the Mission by contributions 
aud donations, being edncated and 
civilized, so frequent changing makes 
not much difference, whereas, here, 
we have, first, to propagate the Gospel 
and try to civilize them, commencing 
from the first rudiments of heathenism, 
which takes many“ years before you 
can make them nnderstand what you 
mean, In all this time the Preacher 
suffers much hardship and starvation. 
For instance, the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church failed to succeed with the sys- 
tem of three years' term so much that 
they allowed them flve years, save in 
case of necessity. In some places they 
have exceptions of over seven years, 
according to cireumstances. 
So, Bishop, in making the laws and

Turner, due to overwork, may be fit- 


by « storm. The break came when he 
was about to close the last of a series 
of seven Aunual Conferences held in 
succession. It came as a peal of 
thunder ont of a clear sky—startling, 
reverberating and shocking. It did 
not herald its approach. Never did 
the Bishop look more kingly aud ma- 
jestio than on the morning of the 13th 
day of December, 1899, when 
opened the thirty-sedond session 
the old historie Georgia Conf >r- 
ence at Savannah. I occupied a 
seat directly iu front of him, and suf- 
ficieutly distant from his, to afford me 
a full view of his personuel aud move- 
ments. It was a bright, balmy day, 
with a cloudless sky, and with an at- 
mosphere sarcharged with friendly 
feelings The devotional exercises of 
the Conference were solemu, raptur- 
ous and inspiring. 

Not until Thursday gvening did I 
notice any sign of phy#Ical failing on 
the part of the Bishop. He retired to 
his room and slept during a part of 
the exercises of the Missiouary anni- 
versary. To my personal knowledge, 
at no time or place had he missed any 
part of the exercises of such a meet- 
ing. When I sought him out I found 
him in his room lying across the bed 
asleep like one who had battled against 
tired nature in vain, He was tired, 
but his indomitable will enabled him 
to arouse the weakened farces of na- 
ture, only temporarily, however. For 
mouths the tireless play of his mass- 
ive intellect had been straining his 
physical energies. He was stung by 
a thousand thorns of anxiety aud wor- 
riment, He was not given to com- 
plaint. His desire was to arrange the 
work in his district in such a way that 
it would be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned, and successful in its results. 
Tired nature has at last forced a rest. 
The giant oak has been toppled, but 
not destroyed. It will rise again, 
perhaps somewhat diminished in 
strougth, but not in majesty aud grau- 
deur. Let the whole church, both at 
home and abroad, pray for Bishop 
Turuer's speedy restoratiou. He needs

I copy from a letter written 
by the special correspondent of The 
Galveston (Texas) News, It was writ- 
ten from Honolulu in August 1897, 
and just before his death: 

The papers bere have devoted 
column after column to the Negro ques- 


| tion and have filled their sheets daily 


with interviews as to the advisability 
of replacing Chinese and Japanese 
contract laborers with Negroes from 
the south. The burden of their song 


day that his schooling as a southern 
slave pre-eminently fitted him for the 
life here, that he only knows how to 
work from sun up to sun down, and 80 
could do the work of three celestials, 
and they are satisfled with corn bread 
and bacon, so they would be inexpen- 
*ive to keep. This has been continued 
from day to day until the people have 
become enthused upon the subject 
and contracts have been made for 
their importation. Their plan is to go 
into the black belts of the sonthern 
states and make contracts with fami- 
lies. But what does the signing of one of 
these contracts mean? A case has been 
adjudicated by the Hawaiian supreme 
court bearing on the question of vol- 
unteer slavery. The correspondent 
then gives the experience of one of the 
foreign contract laborers, who, after 
serving two years of slavery, appealed 
to the supreme court for a release. But 
his appeal was in vain and be was 
obliged to remain in servitude. The 


, correspondent adds: 


„So it might as well be understood 
by Negroes desirous of coming here, 
under contract, that all the police 
power of Hawaiian government can 
and will be nsed to compel them to 
Slavery existed 
in the south for life; but slavery exists 
here for a term of years under the ap- 
pellation of contract labor, In the 
south the master owned his slaves for 
life, and therefore it was to his ad- 


vantage to treat them well; but here, 


owning them for but a term of years, 
that might not be expected.” 

I copy the following from the Morn- 
ing Times of September 22, 1899: 

„George D. Gear, an attorney from 
Honolulu, is in Washington, and to- 
day will present to the president a 
petition signed by all the leading law- 
yers of Hawaii protesting against the 
manner in which the laws of the 
islands are administered by the Ha- 
waiian courts, When seen by « Times 
reporter the attorney declared that 
certain conditions, existing under the 
prosent regime and laws, are deserv- 
ing of the severest censure. The Ha- 
waiian labor contract law, he declared, 
is in direct conflict with the fifteenth 
amendment of the constitution, and 
permits slavery of the worst kind. 
Mr. Gear said: 

This law punishes with penal serv- 
itude any contract laborers who are 
imported into Hawaii and afterward 
refuse to comply with the agreement 
nnder which they are imported. The 
case of the Galicians is the most har- 
rowing that has come under my ob- 
servntion. These men were under 
contract to work for a firm in Hono- 
luln for a number of years. They were 
treated more like brutes than men. 
Their masters frequently whipped 
them, and other corporal punishments 
were imposed on the helpless creat- 
nres, They were poorly fed and 
clothed, and were required to work 
from sun to sun. Some months ago 
they declined to longer serve their 
masters and were sent to prison until 
they consented to go back to work. 

„This amounted to life imprison- 
ment, as I was at the Oabn plantation 
and saw them lined up when they 
swore they would never return to 
work. They preferred the prison and 
the felon's clothes to the hard life 
they had been subjected to on the 
plantations.”

I think the Hon. James H. Dennis 
should be applanded for planning the 
location of the said settlements, We 
are in need of an emigration to Cape 
Palmas. It has been nearly thirteen 
(13) years since we have had an imi- 
gration. The principal of the emigra- 
tion, landed here on the 25th of De- 
cember, 1886, was led by myself from 
Curetou's Store, Lancaster county, 8. 
C. Many have gone back; but we, 
who have stayed, are in a better con- 
dition, here, financially and politi- 
cally, than those who returned back 
to the flesh pots of Egypt.
